Petrograd, Dec, 29.—The Austrian army in North Galicia 


is in retreat. The battle between the German and Russian 
Forces continues a deadlock with advances at some points off- 
set by retirements in. others. 


At Cracow the Grand Duke Nicholas, the Russian com- 


mander-in-chief, is expected to exercise similar strategy 
against the German forces under Field Marshal Von Hinden- 
burg as was used against the Austrian forces, resulting in cut- 
ting the Austrian's army in two. This masterstroke of Russia 
has cost the Austrians dearly, and it will be tome time before 
they will be able to rally, reform their lines and be of any 
material aid to the Germans. Meantime, it is believed, Cra- 
cow will again be under seige in a short time. 


ATTEMPT TO REINFORCE PROVED A FAILURE

Petrograd, Dec. 29.—The Austrians' attempt to reinforce 


their army proved a miserable failure. It is officially reported 
that more than 25,000 prisoners including 250 officers were 
captured in Galicia the latter part of last week. They also se- 
cured a great amount of war supplies including SO rapid-fire 
guns, two ammunition trains, hospital supplies and several 
jieces of artillery.

•'A'.short time ago, as the reading public is aware, a number 
of trained lions escaped from their'inclosure -in a New York 
theatre. A panic was created in the audience, one of the ani- 
mals reached the street and there was intense excitement in 
and about the theatre until the animals had been restored to 
safe keeping, as they speedily were with the exception of the 
one that escaped from the building and was shot by the police. 
It was an exciting time and :a.,dajiger,ous situation, but the in- 
jury resulting was excegQingly'smaij.. 


But there is no need of going so.far as one prominent news- 


paper suggests to prevent the repetition of such a happening. 
Says this paper: "This Gotham incident shows anew the dan- 
ger and general wordlessness of such exhibitions.

There are many oc- 
cupations that are fraught with constant danger, and yet there 
is n'o 'thought of abolishing these things because of their at- 
tendant dangers. 
Even in the handling of domestic animals 


there is risk, as is very.frequently shown in the columns of 
the press.

There is more or less risk in practically everything. 
The 


proper course is, to guard in every possible way against the 
dangers, but to keep oh doing business in spite of them, and 
Misapplies to trained animal shows as well as to any other 
business: or entertainment in the world.

interesting, and the fact that, an accident happens once in a 
while constitutes no valid'reason fofthe abandonment of such 
exhibitions.
